TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Dec. 
28 (AP)—Tallahassee’s bus seg-

The bus company, Cities 
Transit, Inc., asked a United 


States district court yesterday 
to rule whether it is bound by 
city and state laws that re- 
quire Negroes to sit in the rear 
of busses. 


Meanwhile the City of Talla- 
hassee went to Florida circuit 
court for an order directing 
Cities Transit to run its busses 
on a segregated seating basis or 
forfeit its franchise. 


Injunction Against City. 

(The United Press said United 
States District Judge Dozier 
Devane in an _ extraordinary 
hearing at his home last night 
issued an injunction ordering 
the city to stop arresting driv- 
ers or otherwise interfering 
with bus operations. 

(“Every segregation act of | 
every state or city is as dead | 
as a doornail,” Judge Devane 
said in what he called his per- 
sonal opinion about the con- 
troversey. “The bus company is 
entitled to protection until 
some court settles this ques- 
tion, particularly in view of the 
arrests.’’) 

City attorneys announced 
they will challenge the right of 
the federal court to hear and 
act on the suit, contending that 
is a state court matter. 

The Negro-white encounter 
occurred at the transit com- 
pany’s main terminal. About 40 
jeering white teen-agers and 
200 white adult bystanders met 
a Negro group which arrived’ 
yesterday afternoon to. carry 
out its announced intention of 
sitting in front seats of busses. | 

The Negro group drew back | 
and did not board the busses. | 

The Rev. C. K. Steele, presi- | 
dent of the Negro Inter-Civic 
Council, said the teen-agers’ 
demonstration caused him and 
15 council officers to abandon 
their project of sitting en 
masse in front seats. 

‘Not Seeking Trouble.’ 

“We are not seeking trouble,” 
the Rev. Mr. Steele said. “Those | 
young people looked as though 
they might mean trouble. I felt 
we had nothing to gain by pre- 
cipitating any disturbance.” 

Smaller groups of Negroes 
and Negro individuals were seen 
riding in front sections of 
busses during the late after- 
noon. 

(The Rev. Mr. Steele and 
hree of his followers rode in 
he front of a city bus today 
without interference, the United 
Press reported. The driver said 
nothing. No white persons 
were aboard. Most other Ne- 
groes, including the rank and 
file that have never joined the 


integration movement, took 
their customary seats in the 
fear today.) 


Busses continued running — 
under protection of a federal 
court temporary injunction 
against interference — despite 
municipal orders to the con- 
trary and token arrests of bus 
line personnel. 

The city commission  sus- 
pended Cities Transit’s fran- | 
chise at midnight Wednesday, 
and when runs started Thurs- | 
day manager Charles L. Carter 
of the bus company and nine | 
drivers were arrested. | 

Bond of $100 was posted by 
each on charges involving op- 
eration of unfranchised trans- 
portation. Service was allowed 
to proceed, but Police Chief 
Frank Stoutamire warned driv- 
ers they must enforce seating 
segregation.

THE TAX: WRITE-OFF DECISION

NEW YORK, Dec. 28 (AP). 

N DENYING a fast tax write-off for new steel mills Uncle 
| sen may have let some of the steam out of the business 
expansion program that is making money so tight. 

At the same time he may have put more steam into the 
pressure for still higher prices. 

These apparent cross-purpose trends come 
about this way: 

Some steel companies say, they now will 
defer or reconsider part of their program to 
build more steel making capacity, others say 
they will go on building but must have higher 
prices to pay for it.

The steel industry had asked tax concessions through a fast 
depreciation allowance for the proposed new facilities, totaling 
near $2,500,000,000.

Historians Among Us 


It is both pleasant and gratifying to have the 
American Historical Association return to St. 
Louis for its annual meeting after an absence 
of 35 years. In 1921 the organization's president 
was an eminent diplomat as well as noted his- 
torian—Jules Jusserand, the late Anibassador 
from France. Today the association is presided 
over by Dexter Perkins, of Cornell University, 
foremost authority on the Monroe Doctrine. He 
will speak at the annual dinner Saturday night 
at the Sheraton-Jefferson where the 
are in progress. 

Nearly three-quarters of a century old, the 
American Historical Association has exerted a 
constructive influence from its incorporation by 
Congress not only on the writing and interpre- 
tation of history but also on the organization of

research, the classification of official records 
and the promotion of inquiry into neglected 
fields. It now has 6500 members in all parts 


of the country. 

Over the years many significant reports on 
education and other subjects have been issued 
by the association's committees. Its presidents 
have included such distinguished Americans as 
Theodore Roosevelt and Woodrow Wilson whose 
centennial, along with that of Wilson’s Supreme 
Court appointee, Justice Louis D. Brandeis, is 
on the current program for special observance.

There are, of course, many kinds of historians 
for the fields of study of the past divide and 
subdivide and then divide again. But it would 
be a mistake to think of the historian of today 
as a library scholar whose only interest is the 
pursuit of some remote period, long forgotten 
and with little or no contemporary relevance. 

Historians today regularly employ the past 
to illuminate the fast-changing present and the 
rest of us are the better for the guidance which 
this informational service provides. In addition 
it has been the historians perhaps more than 
members of any other scholarly group who have" 
spoken up for the precious liberties of the 
American people in recent years when dema- 
gogues attempted to darken freedom’s light. 

Long before the Senate voted to condemn 
Sendtor Joseph R. McCarthy of Wisconsin for 
his misconduct in office, Henry Steele Comma- 
ger of Columbia University had declared himself 
unequivocally on the side of fullest freedom to 
dissent. “A nation that silences or intimidates 
original minds,” wrote Prof. Commager, “‘is left 
only with unoriginal minds and cannot hope to 
hold its own in the competition of peace or war 

Merle Curti, of the University of Wisconsin, 
president of the historians last year, has joined 
the battle against the forces of anti-intellec- 
tualism. He has summarized the conflict in 
thought and action—‘“the American paradox’’— 
and so has found its basis in our past all the 
way back to Jamestown. He calls for the use 
of all skills in the United States as a means of 
removing the antagonism between so-called prac 
tical people and intellectual leaders,

Harvard's Samuel Eliot Morison. who once 
re-sailed the route of Columbus, lists economic 
freedom as vital to the individual 
political freedom.

Dexter Perkins has directed the Salz- 
burg Seminar in Austria to acquaint promising 
young Europeans with distinguished American 
thought and teaching. Arthur Bestor of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, this year Harmsworth profes- 
sor at Oxford, is in the forefront of the growing 
effort to protect liberal education from shop 
training and vocational techniques. These only 
suggest the many good works of the profes- 
sional historians.

The Atomic Energy Commission's nine-day 
delay in making public a decision about its 


Michigan safety hearings is not the kind of 
procedure to public confidence. On 
Dec. 12 the commission decided to permit con- 
sideration of the financing as well as the safety 
of a proposed atomic power plant near Detroit 
at hearings which will start Jan. 8 But it did 
not announce the decision until Dec. 21, and 
gave no reason for the delay. 

During the long-drawn-out disclosures in the 
Dixon-Yates misadventure, the AEC earned a 
reputation for considerably less than complete 
candor with the public whose servant it is. Its 
behaviour in the Michigan safety hearings can 
either ameliorate that reputation or tend to 
confirm it. Unless these hearings can command 
complete public confidence, they will be worse 
than useless; for the life, limb and prqperty of 
many thousands of the public are concerned. 

Prompt as well as full disclosure of what is 
going on at every stage of the preliminaries.

It is a very wholesome and regen- 
erating change which a man undergoes 
when he “comes to himself.” It is not 
only after periods of recklessness or in- 
fatuation, when he has played the 
spendthrift. or the fool, that a man 
comes to himself. 

He comes to himself after experi- 
ences of which he alone may be aware: 
when he has left off being wholly pre- 
occupied with his own powers and in- 
terests and with every petty plan that 
centers in himself; 
when he has 
cleared his eyes to 
see the world as it 
is, and his own 
true place and 
function in it 

.< is a process of 
disillusionment. 
The scales have 
fallen away. He 
sees himself sober- 
ly, and knows un- 
der what conditions 
his powers must 
act, as well as what 
his powers are, He 
got rid of 
earlier prepossessions about the world 
of men and affairs, both those which 
were too favorable and those which 
were unfavorable—both those of the 
nursery and those of a young man’s 
reading.

‘Process of Disillusionment’ 


It is a process of disillusionment, but 
it disheartens no soundly made man. 
It brings him into a light which guides 
instead of deceiving him. 

There is no fixed time in a man’s 
life at which he comes to himself, and 
some men never come to themselves at 
all It is a change reserved for the 
thoroughly sane and healthy, and for 
those who can detach themselves from 
tasks and drudgery long enough and 
often enough to get, at any rate once 
and again, a view of the proportions of 
life and of the stage and plot of its 
action, 

We speak often with amusement, 
sometimes with distaste and uneasiness, 
of men who “have no sense of humor,” 
who take themselves too seriously, who 
are intense, self-absorbed, over-confi- 
dent in matters of opinion, or else go 
plumed with conceit, proud of we can- 
not tell what, enjoying, appreciating, 
thinking of nothing so much as them- 
selves. These are men who have not 
suffered the wholesome change. They 
have not come to themselves. 

It is enough to know that there are 
some laws which govern man’s awaken- 
ing to know himself and the right part 
to play. The man is the part he plays 
among his fellows. He is not isolated: 
he cannot be. His life is made up of 
the relations he bears to others—is 
made or marred by those relations, 
guided by them, judged by them, ex- 
pressed in’ them. 


Adjustment Is the Target 


Some play with a certain natural pas- 
sion, an unstudied directness, without 
grace, without modulation, with . no 
study of the masters or consciousness 
of the pervading spirit of the plot; 
others give all their thought to their 
costume and think only of the audience; 
a few act as those who have mastered 
the secrets of a serious art, with de- 
liberate subordination of themselves to 
the great end and motive ef the play, 
spending themselves like good servants, 
indulging no willfulness, obtruding no 
eccentricity, lending heart and tone and 
gesture to the perfect progress of the 
action. These have “found themselves,” 
and have all the ease of a perfect ad- 


justment. 

Adjustment is exactly what a man 
gains when he comes: to himself. Some 
men gain it late; some early: some get 
it all at once, as if by one distinct act 
of deliberate accommodation; others 
get it by degrees and quite imper- 
ceptibly. No doubt to most men it

comes by the slow processes of expe- 
rience—at each stage of life a little. 

A college man feels the first shock 
of it at graduation, when the boy’s life 
has been lived out and the man’s life 
suddenly begins. The same thing hap- 
pens to the lad come from the farm 
into the city, a big and novel field, 
where crowds rush and jostle, and a 
rustic boy must stand puzzled for a 
little how to use his placid and unjaded 
strength. 

It happens, too, through a deeper 
and more subtle way, to a man who 
marries for love, if the love be true 
and fit for foul weather. Mr. Bagehot 
used to say that a bachelor was “an 
amateur in life,” and wit and, wisdom 
are married in the jest. A man who 
lives only for himself has not begun to 
live—has yet to learn his use, and his 
real pleasure, too, in the world. It is 
not necessary he should marry to find 
himself out, but it is necessary he 
should love. 


Life and Its Wide Meaning 


It is unselfish action growing slowly 
into the hfeh habit of devotion, and at 
last, it may be, into a sort of conse- 
cration, that teaches a man the wide 
meaning of his life, and makes of him 
a steady professional in living, if the 
motive be not necessity, but love. 
Necessity may make a mere drudge of 
a man, and no mere drudge ever made 
a professional of himseif; that demands 
a higher spirit and a finer incentive 
than his. 

Aussuredly, no thoughtful man ever 
came to the end of his life, and had 
time and a little space of calm from 
which to look back upon it, who did 
not know and acknowledge that it was 
what he had done unselfishly and for 
others, and nothing else, that satisfied 
him in the retrospect, and made him 
feel that he had played the man. 


That alone seems to him the real 
measure of himself, the real standard 
of his manhood. And so men grow by 
having responsibility laid upon them, 
the burden of other people's business. 


Christianity: The Perfect Image 


It is for this reason that men are in 
love with power and greatness: it af- 
fords them so pleasurable an expan- 
sion of faculty, so large a run for their 
minds, an exercise of spirit so various 
and refreshing; they have the freedom 
of so wide a tract of world affairs. But 
if they use power only for their own 
ends, if there be no unselfish service 
in it, they go out of the world small. 
disquieted, beggared, no enlargement 
of soul vouchsafed them, no usury of 
satisfaction. They have added nothing 
to themselves. 


What every man seeks is satisfaction. 
His mind is spent in vain upon itself. 
Not in action itself, not in “pleasure” 
shall it find its desires satisfied, by‘ in 
consciousness of right, of powers great- 
ly and nobly spent 


Christianity has liberated the world. 
not as a system of ethics, not as a 
philosophy of altruism, but by its rev- 
elation of the power of pure and un- 
selfish love. Christianity gave us. in 
the fullness of time, the perfect image 
of right living, the secret of social and 
of individual well-being: for the two 
are not separable, and the man who re- 
ceives and verifies that secret in his 
‘ own living has discovered not only the 
best and only way to serve the world, 
but also the one happy way to satisfy 
himself. Then, indeed, he has come 
to himself.

People in Their Times 

The cuntribution of the university 
presses to the writing and publicatiog 
of worthwhile books is increasingly 
known and appreciated. Not so well 
known is the fact that there are state 
historical societies which are making 
possible the appearance of worthwhile 
volumes on personalities and events in 
the national and regional past. Here is 
a group of books which suggests the 
value of these means of publication. 


GRANDEST OF ENTERPRISES, by Helen 
EF. Marshall. (Illinois State Normal Uni- 
versity, 355 pgs., $1.) 

Published for the centennial year of 
1957 for the Illinois State Normal Uni- 
versity at Normal, this account of 100 
years of educational history is by a pro- 
fessional historian and the biographer 
of the social reformer, Dorothea Dix, 
She describes the ups and downs, the 
shortcomings and the achievements of 
the institution which is the oldest state- 
supported school of higher learning in 
Illinois. To 1.8.N.U.’s_ credit, it has 
stayed true to its purpose of training 
teachers notwithstanding the pressure 
to follow more glamorous educational 
trends. This book is a worthy milestone. 


WILLIAM BOYD ALLISON: A STUDY 
IN PRACTICAL POLITICS, by Leland 
L. Sage. (State Historical Society of 
lowa, 401 pes. 

William B. Allison represented Iowa 
in Congress longer than any other 
man—for eight years in the House 
(1863-1871) and in the Senate for 
35 years (1873-1908), a total of 43 
years. His career ended an era in 
which a handful of Senators, Allison, 
Aldrich, Hale, Platt and Spooner, 
largely wrote the nation’s laws. The 
modest, dignified, unassuming Allison 
is the subject of the eighteenth full- 
length volume in the biographical series 
of the State Historical Society of Iowa,

Carpenter and 

Vilas, both native Vermonters, were 

notable Wisconsin Senators, the former 

a battler for a reconstruction policy in 

accord with the Constitution, the latter 

“a key figure in the Bourbon clique” 

of the 1880s and ‘90s. Each had his 

hand in shaping the course of our na- 
tional government in the last century 
and the authors of these senatorial 
biographies see that they get their due. 
James Doty was a lawyer, circuit- 
riding judge, member of Congress, gov- 
ernor of two territories, land specula- 
tor, railroad promoter, founder of 
cities, and as Alice E. Smith says, “all- 
around booster and optimist.” Cyrus 

Woodman, another Yankee who went 

to Wisconsin, also played a significant 

part in opening up the West through 
the development of land and its re- 
sources as the basis for new life. 

As a boy Lyman C. Draper wrote to 
James Madison and asked for data on 
the fourth President's career. It was 
the start of a quest for historical ma- 
terial that produced the first great 
collection of non-official, persanal 
documents in American history, with 
special emphasis on pioneer heroes such 
as George Kogers Clark and Daniel 
Boone. ‘The story of Draper's historical 
pioneering is told dramatically as well 
as carefully by one of his successors at 
Madison, William B. Hesseltine, author 
of “Lincoln and the Was @evergws.”

Uneasy Stalemate. 


What is the Hungarian situa- 
tion? It would seem that there 
is a stalemate as between the 
people and the Soviet army of 
occupation. The rebellion is not 
crushed. But for the time being 
it is quelled, and the govern- 
ment of Hungary is in the 
hands of Soviet agents—of Ka- 
dar and his fellow quislings. 
This government, which is hat- 
ed and can count on no willing 
co-operation, is confronted with 
an enormous, perhaps catastro- 
phic, economic dislocation 


It is quite certain that Kadar 
and the Russian tanks cannot 
hope to set the Hungarian econ- 
omy in order again. But if they 
do not do this, the unemploy- 
ment. which they themselves 
estimate at 200,000, is almost 
certain to result in violence and 
the revival of the rebellion. It 
may even produce a rebellion 
of the most dangerous kind of 
all, that of a guerrilla war. 


Foreign Aid Needed. 


To make the Hungarian econ- 
omy function with tolerable 
success, it will almost certainly 
be necessary to have a Hun- 
garian government which has 
some popular support, and in 
addition, speaking comparative- 
ly. very large economic assist- 
ance from abroad. The Kadar 
government cannot obtain popu- 
lar support in Hungary and, 
except from the Soviet Union, 
it cannot obtain any aid from 
abroad.

George Markey Gives 
Splendid Performance in 
Conclave, Concert.

One of the concerts organized 
by the St. Louis chapter of the 
American Guild of Organists for | 
the mid-winter conclave was an | 
organ recital by George Markey, | 
last night at Third 
Baptist Church. In addition to 
being the organist and choir- 
master at Old First Church, 
Mr. Markey is on 
the faculty of the Westminster 
Choir College. + 

In a varied program, ranging 
from Handel to Reger, Mr. 
Markey gave us some splendid 
organ playing, demonstrating 
the full capabilities of this in- 


| strument, and of his own talent 


as a virtuoso. As is so often the 
case, the music that illustrated 
the best his technique and his 
understanding of contrasts 
made up the least interesting 
part of the program. 

Mr. Markey opened with 
Handel’s Fifth Concerto, in 


which he brought out the essen- 
tial style of the baroque con- 


certo, that of contrast, his choice 
of registration particularly un- 
derlining this effect. A Hanc~ 


'Arioso which followed was one 


of those tantalizing beautiful 
melodies which -we all recog- 
nize but cannot name, and se- 


'minded us of that exquisite deli- 
,cacy of which Handel was cap- 
able when he so desired. 


One movement of the second 
Bach Trio Sonata was disap- 
pointing. These organ sonatas 
of Bach are too rarely played, 
and if as may be they are the 
germ from which the classical 
sonata style may have developed 
then they are very important. 

By the quality of the music 
alone the Bac. Prelude’ and 
Fugue in C Minor would have 
been the climax of the evening, 
yet they were perhaps the least 
Satisfactorily performed of the 
whole program. They both 
seemed to be played too fast, 
making for some loss of clarity. 
In the prelude the distinction 
between the sixteenth notes and 
the triplets was not made clear, 
and in the fugue the phrasing 
of the eighth notes was blurred. 
However the crescendo toward 
the final entry in the fugue was 
well taken and most effective, 
though even here the effect 
might have been increased by 
some broadening of the tempo, 
though the clarity of that last 
pedal entry was very incisive. 

The second part of the pro- 
gram ranged from a pastorale 
by Roger-Ducasse to a toccata 
by Reger, and here Mr. Markey 
was able to demonstrate the 
ultimate in contrasts and dy- 
namics. The music itself seemed 
hardly worthy of his efforts, 
indeed more fitting for a the- 
ater organ, so much so that at 
times the instrument seemed 
about to sink into the floor, 
though whether through shame 
or envy was not 


- apparent. 


In all, this was an evening of 
fine organ playing, and Mr. 
_Markey ably upheld its title as 
the “king of instruments.” 


Recital of Organ and Strings 
At Washington U. 
Another event of the Amer- 
ican Guild of Organists’ cone 
clave was a recital of music for 
organ and strings given yestes 
day at Washington University. 
This program, a repeat of last 
year’s Blewett Memorial Con- 
cert, featured Howard Kelsey, 
university organist, and nine 
members of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra. A small but 
enthusiastic audience heard the 
performance at Graham Chapel. 
The program was enjoyable 
both in content — seldom-heard 
works of Corelli, Vivaldi, Han- 
del and Poulenc—and perform- 
ance. In Corelli's Sonata da 
Chiesa in F Major ‘organ, cello, 
two violins) and Vivaldi’s Con- 
certo in A Minor ‘organ, two 
violins) one was particularly im- 
pressed with the manner in 
which the composers saw to it 
that sonorities of the strings 
bite through the organ sound 
Especially rewarding was this 
skill in the sturdy, Handelian 
concerto of Vivaldi, who, it is 
remembered, was a violinist 
Kelsey was at his busiest in 
the dual role of organist-ganduc- 
tor in the Concerto in G Minor 
of Poulenc.

On the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of his coming to Provi- 
dence, the directors of the 
Providence Journal Co. voted 
$20,000 as an initial donation 
for a fund to start the institute. 
With the approval of the presi- 
dent and board of trustees of 
Columbia Universitg and with 
the support of 36 publishers 
who subscribed more than 
$150,000, the American Press 
Institute opened its first class 
on Sept. 30, 1946. He was a 
former member of the Pulitzer 
Prize Advisory Board. 

In January 1954. less than a 
month before his retirement as 
publisher of the Journal-Bulle- 
tin, Columbia awarded Mr.

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Is Carter Already 

Bowler of the Year? 

HE bowling season is 
T hardly half over, yet it is 

almost certain that St. 
Louis’s Don Carter will be 
the “bowler of the year.” 

The A.B.C. tournament 
hasn't even begun. Neither 
has the Masters tournament, 
the match play part of 
A.B.C., the national team- 
match game championships, 
the national doubles cham- 
pionships, the Petersen Clas- 
sic, or a flock of other im- 
portant, privately sponsored 
tournaments. Yet, the chances 
are, even if Carter should 
somehow do miserably in all 
these events, he will receive 
the Bowling Writers Associa- 
tion of America trophy next 
fall for being voted bowler 
of the year. 

Reason? He won the All- 
Star tournament — the na- 
tional individual match game 
championship. 

Year after year, that has 
been what has determined 
the annual award, With a few 
exceptions in the early years 
of its existence, the bowler 
of the year trophy has gone 
to the All-Star winner. 

There was considerable 
discussion of this fact at a 
meeting of the Bowling Writ- 
ers Association of America in 
Chicago during the All-Star 
earlier this month. It is a 
mid-summer vote of the 
B.W.A.A. that decides who is 
the bowler of the year. More 
than one member wondered 
if the award hadn't lost some 
of its significance because of 
its consistent tie-up with the 
All-Star champion.

NE suggestion to remedy 
() ine situation involved a 

point system. Each major 
tournament would be evalu- 
ated by a B.W.A.A. committee. 
and a certain number of 
points would be credited to 
the high finishers. The All- 
Star event would be given 
top-heavy consideration in 
such a system, because it 
certainly is the truest test of 
a bowling champion. None of 
the writers disputed that. 


But if, for instance, the 
All-Star winner received 100 
points, the Masters champion 
might get 25. The A.B. 
singles or all-events might be 
worth 25 apiece. The Peter- 
sen winner would pick up 
som. points. So would the 
Southern match game cham- 
pion. And so it would go. 

In this way, the All-Star 
titlist would have to enter 
and do well in a number of 
the other classics in order to 
be sure that one of the close 
finishers in the All-Star 
didn’t overtake him in total 
points. 

Incidentally, we feel safe 
in discussing the matter at 
this time because we are cer- 
tain that Carter will go on to 
further honors this season. 
The overwhelming number 
of writers who were picking 
him to win this year’s All- 
Star before he had even 
qualified for the finals indi- 
cates how he is regarded by 
the members of the 24-year- 
old B.W.A.A. 

It was last year that some 
members had in mind. What 
if Joe Wilman had got a 
spare in his final frame and 
thereby nosed out Bill Lil- 
lard in the All-Star? Wilman, 
aged 50, and already a mem- 
ber of Bowling’s Hall of 
Fame, was virtually unheard 
of in the year’s other big 
tournaments. But he'd have 
been the national individual 
match game champion. Would 
that have made him the 
bowler of the year? 


A committee will study a 


possible revision of the 
bowler-of-the-year setup and 
report at the B.W.A.A.’s 
meeting at the site of the 
A.B.C. tournament in Fort 
Worth, April 11.

- Dickens Set to Music 
Lacks Inspiration

: NEW YORK, Dec. 28. 
, é OT STINGIEST MAN IN TOWN” is a musical 
about a penny-pincher who thinks Christmas is 
humbug, whose avarice wrecks his only ro- 
mance and who is finally led to see the ruinous course 
of his life by a trio 
of spirits on Christ- 
mas Eve. Whereupon 
he undergoes a mon- 
trous transformation 
of personality and 
character rivaling 
that of St. Paul. 

If all this reminds 
you of a story by 
Charles Dickens 
named “A Christmas 
Carol,” it’s because 
the musical was 
based on just that 
story and brought to 
NBC television last 
Sunday night. Since 
Shakespeare and 
Shaw and Voltaire 
have suddenly been 
discovered to be es- 
sentially librettists, 
somebody was bound 
sooner or later to cast Dickens in that role, too. I only 
wish they'd picked a gayer story like—well—‘Oliver 
Twist.” (“I Bludgeoned Nancy Sykes to Death” would 
make a nice catchy song, I think.)

ACTUALLY, “The Stingiest Man, etc,” was not a 
bad show but it was by no means an inspired one. “An 
Old Fashioned Christmas,” “Listen to the Song of the 
Christmas Spirit” and “ It Might Have Been” are not 
bad songs but, both in melody and lyric, they are 
awfully obvious; they don’t in short, contain those 
little surprises that a good tune and lyric have to have 
to sweep you with them. Basil Rathbone as Scrooge 
gave a performance that was pure greasepaint; the 
quivering lips and palsied limbs and hunched should- 
ers would have gone down splendidly if this were a 
ballet but they were a bit too much for a dramatic 
role, particularly one that close to the cameras. 

Patrice Munsel, as a girl who loses out to avarice, 
and Robert Weede, as the defunct Marley, both have 
voices of some renown but neither were given much 
opportunity to use them. Actually, Vic Damone, as the 
young Scrooge, and Johnny Desmond, as Scrooge's 
nephew, possess singing styles considerably more ap- 
f propriate to the kind of music in “Stingiest Man.”

1 AM A MAN of almost unbounded admiration 
for Dickens except around Christmas time when my 
admiration gets a little bounded by “A Christmas 
Carol” which has been done once or twice too often. 
Heaven only knows where this passion for turning 
everything into musicals is going to land us. Now that 
Dickens has fallen.to the lyricists, there isn’t much 
left. Any day I expect “War and Peace” to become a 
musical extravaganza with the battle of Borddino re- 
duced to a ballet by Agnes de Mille. (“Every Man 
Has His Waterloo and Moscow Was Mine” would be a 
nice song for Napoleon.) 

More and more music is making itself felt on 
television but the book show—the show with plot as 
well as sengs—still seems to elude the boys. I've had 
a good deal more fun watching the informal shows 
starring Dinah Shore. Miss Shore is an entertainer of 
warm personality and great experience and by wise 
selection of songs and, above all, guests, she is present- 
ing shows that seem perfectly tailored for the medium.

First they tell you to speak up 
and talk to them like equals, 
and then they crush you like a 
worm if you dare express an 
opinion.” 

The importance of polished 
manners, at any rate, is widely 
recognized.

Don't use exaggerated mouth movements. It is quite 
possible that the hard-of-hearing person is reading your 
lip movements. A distorted mouth may confuse him. Re- 
member, even normal-hearing persons often unconsciously 
read lips. 

To attract his attention, call him by name. 

Don’t exclude a hard-of-hearing person from conver- 
sation or shut him off from taking part in activities. 

If someone in the family has a hearing loss, encourage 
him to take part in all family activities. His impairment 
need not cause fatigue or needless irritation if he has a 
properly fitted hearing aid. 

Never make fun of a person with a hearing loss. 
has become a matter of response to sound. 
ucation, to earn a living, to be informed, amused and 
diverted one depends a great deal on hearing. Therefore, 
respect the gift of hearing and never make fun of one who 
has lost it. 

Be patient when talking to someone who is hard-of- 
hearing. Remember, his hearing aid is not a new ear. It 
is a device which supplements the functions of his own ear. 
As he talks to you and listens, he must constantly separate 
the things you say from background noises, although his 
problem is considerably lessened if he is equipped with a 
binaural—two ear—hearing aid. 

A hearing aid to a person with hearing impairment 
is aS necessary as eyeglassesAto one with difficulty in see- 
ing. Your relationship should be as unstrained as it is 
when associating with someone who wears glasses.

gnola in 1947. The collection is 
dedicated to the memory of 
Heini’s grandfather, Dr. August 
Thyssen, founder of the family 
fortune and “father” of the 
German iron industry. 

The name Thyssen 1s ranked 
with—if not before —that of 
Krupp in the list of Ruhr Val- 
ley giants who made Germany 
a modern industrial power and 
provided the armaments for 
three wars. 

When August died in. 1926, 
he was chairman and owned 15 
per cent of the Vereinigte Stahl- 
werke (United Steel Works), 
which employed at one time 
200,000 men. Control of the 
combine then passed to Fritz 
Thyssen, Baron Heini’s uncle 
and later 
backer of Adolf Hitler. Thyssen 
broke with the Nazi Fuehrer in 
1939 and fled to Switzerland 
The company was seized by the 
German government 

Fritz’s younger brother, 
Henry, had taken Hungarian 
er before World War I,

picked up the baron before his 
name, Heini thus was born a 
Hungarian citizen, but his birth- 
place was The Hague, The Neth- 
erlands, and he grew up there 


In 1939, Heini moved to 
Switzerland. 

While Heini was attending 
the University of Fribourg, 


Uncle Fritz was attempting to 
slip out of Europe to join his 
daughter in Argentina. But in 
1941 the Vichy French caught 
him, turned him over to the 
Germans, who in turn put him 
in a concentration camp. The 
allies later found Fritz to have 
been a “minor Nazi.” He finally 
made it to Buenos Aires where 
he died in 1951. 

By. 1953, the western Big 
Three had completed the break- 
up of Vereinigte Stahlwerke 
into many separate corpora- 
tions. Stockholders, including 


Heini, were given shares in the 
new firms. 

Earlier this year, the young 
baron admitted it was difficult 
to say just how much he was 
worth “but I suppose I have got 
about 17.000.000 pounds ($47,- 
600,000) in Germany in shares, 
but I cannot say exactly what 
their value is today.” These 
holdings form the bulk of the 
baron’s fortune. 

He does not, however, own 
any part of the German steel- 
making firm which now bears 
his grandfather's name, August 
Thyssen-Huette, A.G. The larg- 
est stock interests In this cor- 
poration went to Fritz’s daugh- 
ter and wife. 

Vast interests which came to 
Heini through both his father 
and uncle include shipbuilding, 
banking, coal mining, power 
supplies and harbor works. They 
are located chiefly in Holland 
and Germany.

INCE the baron takes an ac- 
§ tive interest in managing his 

properties, he is required to 
travel a great deal. In fact, he 
is on the move so much that 
Fiona had cause to complain in 
London early last month that 
she hasn't had time to get ac- 
quainted with her new home. 

The new baroness, however, 
is used to shifting around. Her 
father is a British naval officer, 
Rear Admiral Keith Campbell- 
Walter.

AFE curtains, if necessary, 
(can hang on rods that seem 

to have no visible means of 
support. A special kind is the 
answer to Mrs. A. J.’s question 
about how to hang them in her 
bathroom.
